AN ADDRESS. 


Wliy the Sewer Should Be 
Defeated. 


IT IS AN EXTHAVAGANT SYSTEM. 


I t is D euouucea 
by the C itizens' 
C om m ittee o f T h irty -S ix —The 
Many fieasons . 


[The following is the first section of an 
address prepared by the Committee of 
Thirty-six to the voters of Loe Angeles, 
and adopted at their session Wednesday 
evening, August 21st. 
Other sections 
are to follow, canvassing the question 
more specifically from a legal, a finan­ 
cial, an engineering, a sanitary and a 
laboring standpoint.] 
To the Voters of the City of Los Amjeles 
On th e 30th of this m onth yon will vote on a 
proposition subm itted by the City Council to 
«sue bonds to the am ount of $1,280.000, for 
th e purpoie of constructing portions of a sewer 
systom aud storm drains w lthlp th e city, and 
hu outfall sewer to the ocean. 
This Is by far 
the largest sing'e expenditure that the people 
o* líos Angelen have ever been called upon to 
make, aud it behooves them to consider care­ 
fully the step before them . 
We, the committee appointed by a mooting 
of citizens at Turaverelu H all, Saturday even­ 
ing, August I7tb. desire to subm it to you this 
address, embody lug the substantial reasons why 
yon should vote against placing this heavy 
burden of debt apon yourselves and your tu c ; 
cestors for the next tw enty years. 
And In thus appealing In your own interest, 
we wish to represent th at we are all concerned 
in the welfare and prospérity of this oltv; that 
we are not disposed to take any step backward 
or to im pede th e m arch of progress; that we 
concede the necessity of a good system of 
sewerage for Los Angeles, and we will hail the 
day when It shall be provided with this most 
Im portant public work. B ut we are unalterably 
opposed to the system as now presented, ana 
we denounce it a« illy-devised, extravagant, 
and in sume essentials worse than useless 
We are opposed to the Issuance of $1,280,000 
in bonds for this purpose for th e following 
reasons: 
Because there is insufficient consideration of 
economy In the m atter ui In terest If the bonds 
are voted, Instead of beiug sold in small blocks 
and th e money applied to Im provem ents as 
m ade, the cllv thereby paying interest on the 
money only as required, they are to be sold as 
a whole, aud a large am ount of m oney w ill be 
locked up until the com pletion of the works, 
say two joars hence. Tue loss to the city in 
this m atter of interest alone w ould probably 
am ount to $75,000. 
We hold th at the q n e;tlon has been im prop­ 
erly subm itted to the people, inasm uch as It 
m ust bo voted on as a whole, aud thus as a 
whole accepted or rejected. It would have been 
feasible to divide the proposition into three 
distinct Issues—one com prehending the in ter­ 
cepting Bystem, one the storm drainage system , 
and one th e outfall system —oither one of which 
m ight have been accepted or rej icted sepa­ 
rately, and the rem ainder left for subsequent 
determ ination. 
We are opposed to the issuance of $1.280 000 
in bonds, becam e we believe th at th e city could 
be provided with a good and sufficient system 
of intercepting n n d o u tfall sewerage for less 
than one-half of th at tom 
We oppose th e construe ion of the outfall 
sewer to Ballona because it involves an ex­ 
penditure o l$440,000 which is unnecessary; 
Because it conveys th e sewage through a sec­ 
tion of couutry that 1b in parts a heavy soil, and 
in parts naturally swampv, w here it w ould be 
of no avail for irrig atio n ; 
Because expensive viaducts w ould have to 
be m ade !o cairv the sew er r 
* 
and over the Ballona creek; 
Because, if there should ever b o a break or 
leak in tho conduit a t these places, there would 
be little nbsorption 
aud slight chance for 
drainage, and a great nuisance would surely 
result; 
Because said outfall sewer would align the 
track of the Los Angeles and Santa Monica 
railroad for a long distance, and scteutlflc aud 
practical men have expressed au opinion that 
the vibration of the ea-th uuder heavy passing 
traína would be certain to crack a brittle and 
unelti8tlc conduit, such as this m ust be, open 
ing fissures in it through w hich the sewage 
would percolate, and in tim e w eaken th e struc 
tnre so that it would go to pieces; 
Because, in the case of such break, there 
would be created not only a foal nuisance, but 
the track of the rallro -d m ight be underm ined, 
causing’serlouii accidents 
Because, by the term s of th e contract for 
right of way proposed by the Southern Pacific 
Kailwav Company, the city obliga es Itself to 
becom e respousib'e for all such damages, not 
only to the railway com pany, but to its snippers 
and passengers. 
Because there Is grave doubt whether the 
8outhern Pacific R ailw ay Company has any 
f 
tower under Its franchise to grant an indefcaB- 
ble right of way to th e city. 
Because the dlacharge of sewage into the 
oceau, even though tho coarser soli Is were 
screened out, would create a nuisance along 
the coast, aud, u nder the iufluence<f oceau 
currents known to prevail, m ight destroy the 
beach at Santa Monica or other coa*>t resorts; 
Because the veiy Idea of depositing th e tew 
age of Los Angeles in (he ocean in the vicinity 
of Santa Monica would work an incalculable 
injury to the people of that delightful w atering 
place; 
Because, if the beach at 8anta Monica should 
be contam inated by tho lodgm ent of foul m at­ 
ter upon it, the very ocean brtezes which pre­ 
vail daily and which constitute one of tb t do 
llghtful features of our clim ate would become 
im pregnated with noLom e oders, an d lu -tead 
of bringing health and vigor to our city, would 
come laden with disease and death. 
We are opposed to incurring so heavy an ex ­ 
pense for an outfall sewer to the oceau because 
we believe that, instead of w asting this valu­ 
able irrigating aud fertilizing stream ordls- 
ch&rgi g it where It is >ure to become a nui- 
sail e, It tnay all be utilized on the sandy and 
poor lrnds which stietch for m iles south < f the 
city along th e line of the Los Angeles river, 
thus eubaucing their value and productiveness 
aud creating au Additional source of wealth. And 
In this connection we wish to call your attention 
io the fact ihat public propositions have hem 
m ade by the owners of over 6,000 acres in this 
sandy aud dry sectum , offeriug to take the sew­ 
age aud dispose of it w ithout creating n nui 
sauce, for term s ranging from ten to twenty 
vears, providing it is piped to their properties 
That the cost of piping tho en tire oatfsll to this 
locality would be from $50 000 to $150.000, ac­ 
cording to the character of the conduit con­ 
structed, thus m aking a direct saving over the 
Ballona route of from $290 000 to #390,OcO, 
T hat there 1s no question of th e ability of the 
land owners who make thete prop'-sitlons to 
dispose of all the sewage now flowing from this 
city, o rth s t shall flow for th e next ten or 
twenty years, by th e adoption of proper m eth­ 
ods of sewer farm ing, so that no nuisance shall 
be created, either in their section or iu the 
city. 
T bs4, should any difficulty ever arise as to tho 
disposal of the city’s sewage, filtration works 
may be constructed, so that the deodorized and 
inn 'Ciiona water ahull flow aw ay and be m a d - 
available for irrigation, w hile the so.ids are 
converted into fertilizers. 
Wo with to suom lt further that a portion of 
th' sewage of this city, to w it, 150 Inches, is 
now held uuder contract by the South Side 
Irrigation Company, w hich contract has some 
fourteen yoars yet to run; th at said com pany 
considers its franchise a valuable one, and pro­ 
poses t i hold it; th at it has applied he sewage 
to their lands, greatly to th eir beueflt; th at It Is 
now engs 'od In extending a system of pipes to

In short, th at over a half-mfUIon 
dollars expended for atorm -dralns, even though 
thev also perform the offloe of sew ers. Is too 
little a necessity and too great a lu xury for 
Los Angeles iu Its p retent tax-burdened co n d i­ 
tion. 
We are opposed to the Issuance of #1,280,090 
of bonds for the portions oi a sew erage system 
proposed by the city governm ent, because, if 
issued and the sewers, drain s and outfall w ere 
constructed os planned, the city would then be 
only at the beginning of its task. 
A complete 
netw ork of street or lateral sew ers would nave 
to be constructed to furnish connections for 
property, aud in tu rn to discharge into the in ­ 
terceptors, before the system would become 
available for practical results. That the bnr- 
,?* 8P®c,lal t u * w hich property-owners 
will be called upon to bear before they attain 
th e full benefit of th e sewerage system is esti­ 
m ated at $1 per front foot for every lot la the 
city, m aking the total expense to Individuáis 
and the m unicipality not leas than $8 000,000. 
T hat a large expense m ast necessarily be met 
in acquiring any efficient system of sewerage, 
im posing a heavy financial strain on the com ­ 
m unity, and it behooves tho eity government 
to begin its system in th e m ost economical 
m an n er c nsisteni with good service. 
We sre opposed to the Issuance of $1.280,000 
in bonds for the construction of the part of a 
sew erage STSttm proposed,because It is essential 
th a t th e city be provided with increased sew­ 
erage facilities atas early ad ate as possible, and 
the outfall proposed would certaiuly iuvolve os 
In vexatious, expensive and tedlons litigation 
w hich m ight delay the consum m ation of the 
work from two to five years 
We are oppoaed to the issuance of $1,280,000 
in bonds beoause .with th e bonded Indebtedness 
already 
existing, 
and 
bonds proposed for 
school purposes, the lim it of debt allowed by 
the c h a rte r-to wit, $2,000,000-w ill have been 
very nearly reached, an d (the city would be 
practically inhibited from undertaking any 
other extensive public work. 
Should th a coot 
of constructing the part of a sewerage system 
proposed exceed the estim ates—a contingency 
very likly to arise—the city would be left w ith 
au incom plete and useless work on its hands 
with no power to raiag funds sufficient for its 
com plc ion. 
Should any great calam ity overtake the city, 
dem anding the expenditure of a large am ount 
of m oney for th e rehabilitation of public b u ild ­ 
ings or works, or the construction of works for 
the protection and preservation of life and 
property, the city would be virtually powerless 
until legislative action was secured to expaud 
the lim it of indebtedness. 
Such being o u r objections to the proposition 
of the city governm ent for th e issuance of 
$1,280,060 In bonds for the construction of a 
partial sew erage system , we subm it them to the 
candid consideration of the voters of the city of 
Los Angeles, and urge them to bew are of this 
extravagaui project, which, if adopted, is likely 
to plunge the city into debt and leave li w ithout 
th e accom plishm ent of an object so greatly 
deaired by all. 
We subm it as an alternative proposition, in 
th e event th at the bonda are defeated at the 
polls, th at the plans at present under considera­ 
tion be thoroughly revised, and wherever it be 
feasible to economize in the m atter of construc­ 
tion w ithout lessening th e ability of th e service, 
it be done. 
Tha: the plans so far as they relato to the sys­ 
tem of intercepting sewers, if found practical 
and judicious, ba approved, w ith aacn modifi­ 
cations sb may be necessary to adjust them to 
a different outfall sewer. The cost oi this 
branch of the service in th e present plans is 
estim ated st $332,000, and this cost need not 
be Increased in th e m odified plans, sn d may 
be lessened. 
That th e system oi storm drains as at present 
proposed be elim inated, and wherever one of 
these drain s is designed to serve the doable 
purpose of carrying sewage and storm water, it 
be m odified to a sim ple intercepting sewer, pro­ 
vided such sew er is necessary to c jm plete the 
system. 
That th e idea of an outfall sewer by way of 
Bailoua to th e ocean be abandoned entirety, 
and an outfall sewer or sewers be substituted 
therefor, which shall convey th e sewage to the 
sandy aud porous lands along tho line, of the 
river oouth of th e city. 
T hat contracts be m ade w ith th e owners of 
such lands ou th e most udvaiuageous term s to 
the city possible, whereby they snail agree to 
take chaige of th e tew age which may be deliv­ 
ered to them for a period of years, and utilize tt 
on th eir lauda in such a m anner as to ee~ 
nui'Huce, eith er in th eir own locality or for 
city. 
The total cost of this modified and Im proved 
system of sewerage m ay probably be brought 
w ithin the l'm ito f $500,000. 
To Lhe cud th at this im proved Ryatem m ay bu 
speedily placed in the way of accom pjianm ent, 
tne City Uouucll should be requested to take 
im m ediate steps to su b x it u to a popular 
vote. 
The City C ouncil, as the servants of th e peo­ 
ple whom they represent, have no right to re­ 
fuse this reasonable request. ami should su b ­ 
m it it at the earliest practicable day, in order 
that th e city of Los Angeles m ay be provided 
with an econom ical, efficient aud comprehend 
sive system of sewerage

There is a good deal of talk among the 
produce dealers and commission mer­ 
chants of the city about the re-establish­ 
ment of the open Board of Trade, or 
Produce Exchange, such as existed a 
year ago. 
It was formerly held at th$ 
rooms of ths Board of Trade, and was re­ 
lated to th at organization. 
Bids on 
various articles of local production were 
offered and accepted or declined, as the 
case might be, aud thus absolute quota­ 
tions were obtained, which could be re­ 
lied upon by both buyers and sellers as 
correct. 
A large num ber of the older hou3es 
which had been in the habit of buying 
from regular customers at prices often 
regulated by other conditions than that 
of the condition of the market, were not 
very much in accord with the scheme, 
and oppoted it from the first. 
A num­ 
ber of. them withdrew from the associa­ 
tion uniil not enough remained to con­ 
tinue the calls. 
It is believed that if ten or twelve 
merchants of good standing can be found 
who will go into the association, it can 
be kepi up and regular quotations ob­ 
tained. 
These when publi-hed in the 
daily papers will prove of value to pro­ 
ducers in the country who are desirous 
of knowing just what rates they can ob­ 
tain, and to people at a distance who wish 
to know the Btate of the market. The 
uotations as at present published in the 
I k b a l d , and in others papers, are ob­ 
tained by consultation with a number of 
different dealers, and are by necessity of 
too wide a scope in the matter of prices 
on each article to ba very valuable. 
A very determined effort will undoubt­ 
edly be made this fall to reorganize pro- * 
duce exchange, and it seems likely to 
result in success.

T he Board of Pnblic Worke, in the per- 
io b i of G onncilmen Boneall and Wire- 
ching, w ent out on their customary 
weekly drive of 
inspection yesterday 
afternoon, accompanied by Mr. Lownee, 
of th e City Engineer's office, W. E. Mor* 
ford, Jr., of the Street Superintendent’s 
office, and a couple of reporters. The 
party drove first to the corner of Third 
and Grand avenue, where the drainage 
h u been complained of as imperfect by 
reason ot about half a block of the street 
being ungraded. 
Although no petition 
has been filed for the grading of that 
portion of the street, it will probably be 
undertaken, nevertheless, as the board 
is empowered to d o grading on its own 
authority, not to exceed two blocks. 
The next point for inspection was near 
the Boyle Heights power house of the 
Gable Oar Company, where complaint 
had been made that the company, when 
they had finished putting in their exten­ 
sion, had not properly graded the street. 
The Street Superintendent will probably 
confer with the company in the matter. 
It was the intention of the board to 
drive over the proposed right of way of 
the Los Angeles and Pacific road from 
their present terminus, at the Sisters’ 
Hospital, into the center of the city, to a 
depot on New High and Marchessault 
streets. 
Owing to a failure to find any 
of the officials of the road, the board 
did not go over the entire route as out­ 
lined in their petition for a franchise. 
The fine will run along New High street 
to Alpine and through back of the Baker 
Iron Works toward the Chavis cafion, 
where the hill on the south side will 
have to be tunneled. 
The board then drove out to the corner 
of Figueroa and Washington, where the 
sanja running past the property of I. W. 
Heilman on the northwest corner has en­ 
croached upon the ^treet. The board 
were of the opinion that a curb and a 
cement channel Bhould be put in. 
The 
next point was Locust street, running 
back from Oak, which ex-City Attorney 
Daly petitioned to have graded. 
Some 
difficulty was experienced in finding this 
street, which was thickly grown over 
w ith weeds. 
The party drove down Washington 
street to Toberman, and through to 
Brooklyn avenue. Toberman is a thirty- 
ioot street with a fine row of pepper trees 
on one side and handsome residences in 
th e vicinity. The City Engineer will 
look into the m atter of its possible 
widening. 
On Brooklyn avenue the Union Con­ 
struction Company has been doing some 
work in the way of grading and gravel­ 
ing which has not proved satisfactory to 
the Street Superintendent’s office. 
A 
Urge quantity of ground was dug out of 
th s street, to be used in its graveling.that 
is now being carted away without author­ 
ity of anybody, which the Street Superin­ 
tendent believes will reduoe the avenue 
below itn proper level. One of the mem­ 
bers of the firm was on hand superintend­ 
ing the work, and he was warned that he 
must cease. 
The board then drove back 
to the City Hall.

A n o t h e r P o n e r f r o m M r. P o ll » . 
E d ito bs H e r a l d — I understand from 
good authority that Mr. Eaton now 
claims that those sewers designated in 
the ordinance as storm-sewers should 
not have been called storm-sewers at all 
but that they are for the purpose of con­ 
ducting the storm-water and sewage into 
the river in the rainy season, and to 
conduct the sewage into the outfall 
sewer in the dry season. 
If this be so, 
why not conduct all the sewage into the 
Loa Angeles river in the rainy season, 
and then use it on the dry, sandy, 
porous soil along and near the river in 
the dry season, and thus get rid of the 
outfall sewer altogether. 
It seems to me 
that a little consistency would save a vast 
amount of the taxpayers’ money. If the 
sewage from a large part of the city can 
be turned into the river in the winter 
time without detrim ent to the people, 
when, according to statements that have 
t>een repeatedly made, it seldom reaches 
the ocean, but must remain in the river 
at the point where the water ceases to 
flow—then the remaining part of the 
sewage can certainly be used and plowed 
in on tbe sandy land in that vicinity 
without injury to the people in said lo­ 
cality. Bui thare is another and very 
serious objsction to running the sewage 
and storm water both in the same aque­ 
duct. It is well known by Mr. Eaton and 
every other Engineer and Zanjero and 
Street Superintendent, and hundreds of 
others, that there never has been a flume 
or aqueduct or pipe-line laid 
down 
by 
any 
engineer 
in 
the 
city 
or 
vicinity 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
conducting storm water or zanja water 
from the river, that did not, within a 
short time after running the water into 
it, fill up from one-fourth to one-half full 
of sand. 
When this is done, after our 
winter’s rain, doeB the City Engineer 
propose to have the sand cleaned out of 
these storm water Bewer drains, or does 
he propose to let the sewage run over and 
filter through this sand, and thus create 
a worse nuisance than to let it remain 
covered up in cesspools, as it now is? It 
seems to me that the city would be in a 
worse condition for sewers with the sewer 
half full of sand and all this filth running 
over it, than it would be to have no sew­ 
ers at a ll: and to clean it all out and 
take it off and bury it, as it would have 
to be, would be a terrible job.

with a well known civil engineer of this 
city on the all-important sewage question, 
I am so forcibly impressed with his sug­ 
gestions on the subject thAt I believe, if 
acted on,they would be a practical solution 
of the problem. 
First. Let the anti-Bond Committee 
have a petition signed requesting the 
Council to postpone the eewer bond elec­ 
tion for, say, ninety days; and also re­ 
quest th at the Council appoint a com­ 
mittee of its members to confer with the 
anti-Bond Committee. 
Second. Let this joint committee re­ 
quest the owners of land lying south of 
the city—on both sides of the Los An­ 
geles river—to meet them on some stated 
day with the object that the owners of 
the lands form an irrigation district 
under the W right Irrigation Law, and 
ass the city eewage under the provisions 
of that act. 
A perusal of the Wright Irrigation Act, 
herewith, will at once show its adapta­ 
bility to Ihe “ present crisis” in our sew­ 
age and financial affairs. 
If this plan is acted on and the district 
formed, of which there is no doubt, in 
view of the offers already made to take 
the sewage, I forecast the following re­ 
sults, viz. -.

Signs of Prosperity. 
There is a great deal of building activ­ 
ity in Loa Angeles just now—very mach 
more than those who do not go over the 
cifev would imagine, and more than was 
ever recorded in this city at this time of 
the year. A drive through the residence 
portions of the city will be found quite 
instructive, while work is proceeding 
very actively on the business streets, 
leading real estate firm last week sold 
three lots in the W alnut Grove Tract for 
$800 a piece to investors who intend to 
build. In the hei ght of the boom these 
oto were boight in a lnmp at a figure 
which did not exceed $500 a lot, and the 
highest sum at which they were ever 
held did not exceed $1,000 a lot. 
Of course there is no great de­ 
mand for property of any description 
but there is a quiet and steady 
inquiry for real estate for homes. We 
have sought information as to the popu­ 
lation of Los Angeles now as compared 
with “ boom” timeB. The highest figure 
at which the loss has been put by any 
intelligent man is five thousand, and the 
highest num ber of untenanted buildings 
teported at any one time was twelve hun­ 
dred. The untenanted buildings, how- 
over, are no criterion of loss of popula­ 
tion, because, owing to the low price of 
bnilding m aterials and labor, many per­ 
sons, who have heretofore occupied 
rented houses, have built for themselves, 
and many renters who occupied houses 
of inferior accommodations, have moved 
into those of a more modern Btandard. 
The last school census shows that there 
had been 
a 
slight 
increase in 
the 
population 
of 
the city, but 
that 
is 
probably 
due 
to 
the 
fact that the census which preceded it 
wan very impelfectly taken. Of the five 
thousand people who have withdrawn 
from Los Angeles multitudes have gone 
to the seashore and the mountains, and 
will shortly return to their old habita­ 
tions. The guáranteea of a large travel 
this Fall and W inter are satisfactory to 
the railway people and to the excursion 
agents, and all the indications point to a 
lively business resulting from this immi­ 
gration. W hile the Summer which is 
drawing to a close cannot justly be de­ 
scribed as lively, it would not be fair to 
characterize it as dull. As compared 
with the tim es that preceded the 
great “ boom” upheaval, it has undoubt­ 
edly been fairly active. The slightest 
revival of business in the East will re­ 
sult in a very large volume of immigra­ 
tion from that quarter, and will, in con­ 
junction with our increased production, 
impart a marked stimulus to develop­ 
ment. As a result of many interviews 
with persons who have been recently all 
over the Pacific Coast and the East, we 
are satisfied that Los Angeles is today 
one of the most prosperous places on the 
American continent.

W hat their 
proportion of the assessment to pay 
the damages of their elevated neighbors 
may be, it is impossible to say ; but it 
will probably be enough, added to the 
cost of filling, to confiscate every let in 
that particular locality. 
The ordinance starts out with this 
declaration: “ That the public interest 
and convenience of the people of the city 
of Los Angeles demand (sic) that the 
following streets be re-graded,” etc. It 
would be difficult to point out where the 
public interest and convenience of the 
city are to be promoted by this re-grad­ 
ing. Temple street-, with a double cable 
track upon it, has been destroyed 
as a 
thoroughfare 
for traffic 
pleasure. 
There 
is 
not enough 
roadway left on either side of the track 
for two vehicles to pass, and the street is 
studiously avoided by vehicle travel. We 
can understand the convenience to the 
public that would result from the widen­ 
ing of the street, but to revolutionize its 
grades and still leave the street at its 
present width is no benefit to any portion 
of the district designated for assessment 
unless it be a small portion of the front­ 
age of Temple street west of Flower 
street. 
To defeat this ordinance it will require 
that two thirds of the frontage of the 
entire district set apart as benefited be 
secured against the measure, and filed 
for protest before the ordinance takes 
effect, that is in ten days from the first 
day of its publication, namely, August 
22d. We understand that protests will 
be circulated immediately.

Progress of Her Second Of­ 
ficial Trial Trip. 


The Tribune instances that Oakland 
proposes to expend $829,063 for sewers as 
an argum ent in favor of Los Angeles 
expending a much larger sum. Oakland 
is situated on a level flat, and drainage is 
a very difficult problem in that city. 
There has been much sickness there on 
account of the imperfect drainage, and 
the people are compelled to go to great 
expense in order to get rid of their sew 
age. 
Lob Angeles is very differently 
situated. It has no dead levels, and can 
be easily and cheaply drained anywhere. 


A Remarkable Piece off Municipal 
LcsU iallou. 
Ordinance 319 was published for the 
first time yesterday in the official adver­ 
tising columns of the H erald. It is the 
ordinance passed over the Mayor’s veto 
to re-grade Temple street from Grand 
avenue to Beaudry street, and to alter 
the grade of the streets between those 
points intersecting Temple street so as to 
conform to the new grade. The ordi­ 
nance, after citing the streets to be re­ 
graded, proceeds to designate the dis­ 
trict which it declares is to be benefited 
by the proposed re grading and which will 
be assessed to pay all costs for the 
work and all damages to private 
property incurred in making the new 
grades. Perhaps there never was so ex­ 
traordinary a district set out in any city 
in Christendom as appears in that ordi­ 
nance to be mulcted, under the plea of 
benefits, to pay the assumed damages to 
the property in the streets to be re­ 
graded. We can only generally give the 
lines of the property in the district to be 
assessed to pay damages for this assumed 
improvement. 
It starts at the north­ 
east corner of Downey block on 
Main Btreet and follows west ward ly on a 
line parallel with the north line of Tem­ 
ple street, spreading here and there for 
half a block or so until it reaches acre 
property near the city lim it, when it 
takes in wide tracts. It then returns 
from the city lim it, describing irregular 
lines from one to two blocks south of the 
southerly line of Temple street, until it 
reaches Courthouse street, and follows 
tho line of that street until it reaches the 
Park tract, when it cuts across Beaudry 
street, midway between the block, to 
Paarl street, and then again to Court­ 
house street, running generally along that 
line to New High street, where it 
takes* in the Allen block to Spring 
street, and to the point of beginning. We 
are not exact in the lines, but they will 
give a general idea of the property set 
ap irt as the “ benefited” district, to pay, 


The theory that a lot of English syndi­ 
cates have been diligently engaged in 
buying up, or in getting ready to buy up, 
all the breweries in the United 6tates 
has received a very rude shock in San 
Francisco.

In other columns we publish a com­ 
munication suggesting the formation of 
an irrigation district, under the Wright 
Act, to take the sewage of this city. The 
district would include the poor and 
porous lands south and east of the city, 
lands that require and would be im­ 
mensely increased in value by the sew 
age. In this connection we may state 
that the main outlet sewer or sewers 
will in a few years carry all the overflow 
water of the Los Angelee river, for the 
reason that as the city is built up the 
necessity of irrigation inside the limits 
diminishes. The time is not far distant 
when the num ber of inter-municipal Irri­ 
gators will be so few that the zanja sys­ 
tem will become practically useless, and 
the water now running through it will be 
transferred to the sewers. Shonld the 
people whoee lands adjoin the city, and 
who require irrigation, form a district 
for the purpose of taking the river water 
delivered through the sewers, they would 
receive 
an abundant 
supply 
of 
fertilizing fluid that would enhance the 
value of their lands and their productive 
possibilities indefinitely. Let the Coun­ 
cil ponder this important proposition.

How the Relegates to the American 
Congress w ill be Treated. 
W ashington, August 22.—The Inter 
national American Congress will meet 
here at noon on the 2d of October next, 
attended by fifty or sixty delegates, 
eluding some of the most distinguished 
men of Central and South America. 
After perfecting an organization, the 
party will start upon an excursion, ten 
dered by the Government of the United 
States. The following ten days will be 
spent in visiting the commercial and 
mannfacturing centers of New England 
and Northern New York, with a day at 
West Point.

On 
Monday the journey will be resumed 
and continued to Chicago, with stops at 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Detroit, and other 
cities.

Death of the Chief W lineii In tlie

Denver, Col., August 22.—Zanus T, 
Wilber, perhaps the most important 
witness in the Government’s suit against 
the Bell Telephone Company, was found 
dead in bed today.

He was a cousin cf ex-Presi­ 
dent Hayes, and considered one of the 
best electricians in the country.

San Francisco bay at 6:40 o’clock, Wed­ 
nesday morning, and started down the 
coast for her second official trial trip. 
Several preliminary trials had been held 
the bay during the few preceding 
day3, and the Charleston had given every 
evidence that she would fill all the con­ 
tract requirements. 
Accordingly the 
Union Iron W orks notified the Navy 
officials, Tuesday that they wero pre­ 
pared to hold the official trial ou the 
following day. The officers who were 
detailed by the Government to conduct 
the trial, and several representatives of 
the Union Iron Works went aboard 
the cruiser 
Tuesday night. 
The 
steamed 
out 
of 
the 
harbor early next 
morning. W ith 
the exception of necessary alterations 
which had been made iu her machinery, 
she was practically in the same condi­ 
tion as on the previous trial last May. 
Pig-iroa was piled on the deck to com­ 
pensate for the weight of the guns, and 
a good portion of the woodwork was 
covered with canvas coverings. 
Tüe 
cruiser was deeper in the water than on 
the other trial, her draft this time being 
17.05 feet forward, and 19 feet aft. The 
new electric-light plant was also in work­ 
ing order. Captain Charles Goodall was 
in command. The official Board of In­ 
spectors consisted of Commodore A. K 
Benham, Captain J. O. Watson, Lieut. 
E. F. Qualtraugh and Naval Constructor 
Joseph Feeeton. In addition to these, 
Lieutenant Commanders C. 0 . Todd 
and F. P. Gilmore were present, 
and Engineer W right, of the Coast Sur­ 
vey steamer Hanger, had aUo been at­ 
tached to the board by the naval en­ 
gineers appointed to ascertain the horse­ 
power of the Charleston, consisting of 
Chief Engineer G. F. Kutz, Chief En­ 
gineer F. A. Wilson, Chief Engineer W. 
ri. Smith, Past Assistant Engineers H. 
Webster, R. G. Gault and E . T. Worbur- 
ton, and Assistant Engineers 1. N. Hollis, 
F. J. Schell, W. S. Smith, C. H.

Irving M. Scott, 
General Manager of the Union Iron 
Works, was on the vejsel, and tho 
builders were further represented by 
Chief Engineer Robert Forsythe and Ex 
pert Engineer W. R. Rekart. 
As the new cruiser steamed slowly out 
of the harbor with the American ensign 
flying aft and the American Jack floating 
from the forward staff, the whistles of 
several passing ferryboats and a number 
of factories on the shore blew a salute, 
to which the Charleston responded. A 
salute was also fired at the Presidio as 
the Charleston passed that point. The 
bar was perfectly smooth, and no rough 
weather was encountered the whole day.

indication of heat nf the engine slides 
which caused the trial run last May to be 
a failure. 
At the close of the first two hours’ run 
the representatives of the Union Iron 
Works expressed the greatest confidence 
that the cruder would fill all the require­ 
ments, and the members of the Naval 
Board wero also pleased with the be­ 
havior of the vessel, and expressed the 
strongest belief that she would succeed.

After the interruption of the afternoon 
trial, the Charleston put into San Simeon 
bay, where she remained all night. This 
was done owing to the lateness of the 
hour, which made it impossible to have 
another four hours’trial before dark. The 
damage to the air-pump was repaired, 
and the Charleston will leave Sau Simeon 
tomorrow, Frida?, and proceed south to 
Santa Barbara. The « fficial trial will be 
given her probably in Santa Barbara 
channel tomorrow, after which she will 
return to San Francisco.

Wabhinotok, August 22.—The acting 
Secretary of the Navy today opined pro­ 
posals for constructing five steel cruisers, 
three to be of about 2,000 tons and two 
of 3,000 tons displacement. 
Each of the 
t wo classes of vessels are to cost $70,000 
and $1,000,000 respectively, and be com 
pleted within two years. 
None of the bids opened today can be 
accepted, and a readvertisem ent will be 
made. 
The 
bids 
all 
exceeded the 
amount appropriated by Congress. The 
formal rejection cannot be made until 
Secretary Tracy returns to Washington. 
Every provision is made in the blank 
contracts to guard 
the 
Government 
against loss, and, profiting by past ex ­ 
perience, the contractor is made respon­ 
sible for the success of the vessel regard­ 
less of minor faults of omission in the 
designs furnished by the Department. 
The bids were opened in the presence 
of Acting Secretary Walker, Judge Ad­ 
vocate General Kemey, Chief Engineer 
Melville and Naval Constructor High­ 
born, the last named officer having been 
largely instrumental in designing the 
new 
vessels 
and 
their 
machinery. 
Among the ship building firms repre­ 
sented by officers or agents at the open­ 
ing were the following:

The bids were as follows: The Bath

the same vessels at $785,000 each. 
The 
eame firm offered to build two 3,000-ton 
v e s s e ls at $1,225,000 each. 
The result of the bidding was a disap­ 
pointment to the naval officers, as t ‘ue 
appropriation is limited by act of Con­ 
gress to $700,000 each in the case of the 
2,000-ton vessels and $1,800,000 for each 
of the 3,000 ton vessels. 
Of course none 
of the bids can be accepted. The next 
move will bo to re-aivertise, but not 
much confidence is felt in the result, and 
it is probable that, as in the case of the 
cruiser Newark, Congress will be asked 
to increase the limit of the cost of the 
vessels. Still another course open to the 
Secretary is to build the vessels at the 
navy yards. 
Naval Constructor Highborn, who is 
acting as Chief of 
the Construction 
Corps, regards the failure to secure suit­ 
able bids as an indication that the con- 
«tractors are profiting by their experi­ 
ence, and calls attention to the fact that 
nearly all of the vessels how building 
are under heavy penalties for delaying 
construction. 
He eays the Navy Depart­ 
m ent was not consulted by CongreBB 
w hen appropriations were made for ves­ 
sels, 
The committees prescribed not 
only the coat but the speed, horse-power 
and tonnage of all ships. To realize the 
conditions the officers of the Department 
who designed the vessels have been com­ 
pelled to draw np plans for vessels 
which could not be built for the money 
Appropriated, as work of a high grade 
was required, and it was expected that 
our naval vessels would be the best of 
their type In the world.

1,700 tons displacement, and the con­ 
tractor agreed to give her 3,000 horse­ 
power.

$455,000. This is a little mors than one- 
half of the average bid received today, 
but the new vessels are required to have 
5,400 horse-power, with eighteen knots 
speed. 
And so, in point of size, the At­ 
lantic and Boston are of about the same 
tonnage as the 3 000 ion vessels, but while 
they cost only $017,000 and $019,000, they 
had hut 3,780 h^rse-power, and were de­ 
signed for 18 knots speed, while these 
new vessels must have 10,000 horse­ 
power and 18 ktots speed. This means 
more compact improvements, aud costly 
machinery and a heavier hull, the con- 
ttrnctioa of which, taken in connection 
with the severe restrictions upon the use 
of Bteel and other material, justify the 
«shipbuilders in increasing their prices.
